From Rome to contemporary America, 
the history of urban development can be 
traced to concerted efforts to develop the 
environment and cope with the paucity or 


plentitude of resources. Under the auspices 


of the Urban Land Institute a five-part 
documentary film series — Understanding 
Cities — has been produced to examine 
this development process. 


Understanding Cities is produced by 
Edmund N. Bacon FAIA, widely recog- 
nized architect, planner and author of 
Design of Cities. Under his tutelage 
Understanding Cities explains the design 
and development of great European and 
American cities, provides historical 
background on the people and institutions 
who conceived the design ideas and 
demonstrates the manner in which the 
combined forces of design quality and 
human effort have contributed to the 
achievement of greatness. Edmund Bacon 
will present two films: Paris and The City 
of the Future with his own commentary. 


‘*Paris: Living Space’’ traces the history 
of Paris’ design through the work of five 
individuals whose work shaped the city. 
Their work set in motion a self-perpetu- 
ating system of linked thoroughfares, 
boulevards and axes that created a vision 
with a life of its own which transcended 
individual projects to form the city as 
known today. Hence the title ‘Living 
Space,’’ the element that gives Paris its 
unique character. 


‘The City of the Future’’ explores cities’ 
adaptation to the changing use of energy 
and the search for ideas to produce less 
consumptive and more humane environ- 
ments. The cities of the past and new 
design innovations can help create new 
ways of improving the urban environment 
and promote visions of finer urban living. 


A key to urban development for the 
future is energy. Conservation of energy 
can be built into our cities in a program 
that includes growing networks of syner- 
gistic urban design, substitution of human 
for machine energy, denser population, 
mixed use development, increased trans- 
portation alternatives, adaptive reuse of 
existing facilities, and new tools of 
perception.

Most important is the willingness to 
innovate. The public’s attitude toward 
urban living can be improved with a new 
vision of a city that uses less energy and 
enhances the lives of its inhabitants. The 
“throwaway society”’ is itself finally being 
discarded. Now is the time for planners, 
designers, and developers to create these 
visions of the cities of the future.

After nearly a century Mrs. Jack 
Gardner’s Venetian palace on the Fenway 
and its varied art collection continue to 
glow with her vivid personality, as well as 
her artistic taste and that of her advisors 
including Bernard Berenson. Throughout 
the year the sumptuous, sunlit court in the 
center of the building is rich and colorful 
with perfectly tended flowers and splash- 
ing fountains while music echoes from the 
surrounding luxurious rooms. Surprises 
abound. Paintings by Rembrandt decorate 
a magnificently paneled Renaissance hall 
while a lovely work by Botticelli nestles in 
an obscure corner where it was originally 
placed. In accordance with Mrs. 
Gardner’s will nothing is ever changed, 
but all is kept pristine and fresh. 


This special place in Boston will be the 
subject of an illustrated talk by Mr. 
Robert G. Neiley, who will tell the story 
of the house and comment on some of its 
less familiar treasures. 


Mr. Neiley is a Boston architect well- 
known for the restoration and conserva- 
tion of landmark buildings. He is a fre- 
quent lecturer on this and related subjects 
and annually gives a summer seminar at 
Harvard-MIT entitled ‘‘Realities of 
Historic Preservation.”’

Grassroots 1984 — 
Washington, D.C.

Grassroots was held in Washington, D.C., 
February 1-4. From the BSA, Tom Payette, 
Sally Harkness, Kathleen Tritchler and 
Peter Forbes attended. Attending the 
meeting of UPDC (Urban Planning and 
Design Committee), which was held at the 
same time, were Elizabeth Padjen and 
Chuck Redmon. Chuck conducted a Grass- 
roots session on RUDAT. With George 
Notter as President, and Terry Rankine, 
New England Regional Director, BSA’s 
ties to National are very close this year. 


George’s 1984 theme is American Architec- 
ture and Its Public. With general agree- 
ment that the Public is more interested in 
architecture than in architects, Grassroots 
focused on how to make connections. 
Some chapters have done very well with 
television. The Denver, Colorado, Chapter 
organized a 30-minute T.V. documentary, 
‘Cities Are For Kids, Too.’’ Two or three 
others have public membership programs 
similar to Boston’s Affiliate Members Pro- 
gram. AIA, through the AIA Foundation, 
is planning a public membership program. 
AIA would publish a magazine and news- 
letter of public interest and components 
would develop local programs. 


Thursday was Government Affairs Day. 
Stanley E. Collender, Publisher, Federal 
Budget Report, arroused concern with his 
talk, ‘‘Why Architects Should Care About 
a $200,000,000,000 Federal Deficit.’’ Two 
hundred billion dollar borrowing potential 
by government means less borrowing by 
everyone else. A very high percentage of 
the Federal Budget is allocated to defense, 
entitlements or paybacks on loans, leaving 
a small amount for discretionary domestic 
funding, the only section that can be in- 
fluenced. The afternoon program was to 
hike up Capitol Hill to see senators and 
representatives. Terry Rankine, Tom 
Payette, Peter Forbes and Sally Harkness 
called on Tip O’Neill and Silvio Conte. In 
both cases they talked to aides. They ex- 
pressed great concern that within a very 
few years the entire building industry 


would be affected by the large projected 
deficit, and stated their opinion that one 
major area of reduction should be from the 
defense budget. 


The last Grassroots session was on ‘‘Speak- 
ing With Impact.’’ Arch. Lustberg, Direc- 
tor of Media Education, U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, videotaped and critiqued three 
pre-selected volunteers. Connie McFarlane, 
from Tulsa, Oklahoma, should get a prize 
for standing up under attack in a mock in- 
terview and for learning how to answer 
such questions as, ‘‘How do you justify 
ugly buildings?’’ Lustberg is the author of 
Testifying With Impact. The book contains 
valuable how-to’s and how-not-to’s for 
anyone involved in public speaking. It will 
be available at the Architectural Bookshop. 


Report on Historic Resources 
Committee 


The Committee on Historic Resources is 
charged with providing the Society with 
leadership in historic preservation, building 
conservation, adaptive-use and efficient 
use of the already-built environment. 


Currently, the Committee is working on 
several efforts: 1) the reintroduction of the

issue of the Chapter’s Newsletter, and 2) 
presenting the Chapter’s 1983 Preservation 
Award in conjunction with the National

May.

ALEXANDRA TYNG 


New Titles at The Bookshop 


Beginnings: Louis I. Kahn’s Philos- 
ophy of Architecture, by Alexandra 
Tyng. Wiley. 198pp. $29.95. 


This uniquely personal and insightful 
work traces the development of Kahn’s 
philosophy of architecture from its begin- 
nings in the 1930’s to his death in 1974. 
Written by Kahn’s daughter, the book 
examines the dialogue between ideas and 
architecture that was central to Kahn’s 
creative approach. It is also the first book 
to treat Kahn’s philosophy not as a static 
body of fully developed concepts, but as a 
constantly changing flow of ideas. 


Historic America: Buildings, 
Structures, and Sites. Recorded by 
The Historic American Engineering 
Record. Library of Congress. 
708pp. $40.00. 


Published for the Fiftieth Aniversary of 
the Historic American Buildings Survey, 
Historic America marks fifty years of 
cooperation among the AIA, the HABS 
of the National Parks Service, and the 
Library of Congress. The book includes 
16 essays by noted authorities, a Checklist 
of Buildings, Structures, and Sites and is 
lavishly illustrated. 


Monuments and Main Streets, by 
Harris Stone. Monthly Review Press. 
248pp. $10.00 pb. 


This is a highly original volume of archi- 
tectural essays. On a base drawing of the 
art and craft of modern architecture, Mr. 
Stone superimposes various tracings of 
streets, buildings, and the people who use 
them. He takes up the compelling issues 
in modern architecture as a movement, in- 
cluding the relationship of industrial 
technology to the tradition of handcrafted 
work, the design to the construction pro- 
cess, and monumental buildings to the 
architectural vernacular. Throughout he 
focuses on the dialectic between forward- 
thrusting and backward-leaning tendencies 
within the modern movement. 


John Gaw Meem: Southwestern 
Architect, by Bainbridge Bunting. 
University of New Mexico Press. 
177pp. $29.95. 


This book, by the Southwest’s most 
distinguished architectural historian, 
surveys Meems life and work and illus- 
trates his achievment with photographs by 
distinguished photographers, including 
Ansel Adams. This is the essential study 
of the most important architect ever to 
have worked in New Mexico. 


Sverre Fehn: The thought of Con- 
struction, by Per Olaf Fjeld. Rizolli. 
192 pp. $25.00. 


‘*For about two years Sverre Fehn and I 
met usually once a week. During these 
hours, every meeting became a journey 
into the space of architecture. These per- 
sonal talks varied in subject from architec- 
ture around the house to the unity of 
structure within the complexity of urban- 
ism. Every idea presented is that of Sverre 
Fehn. I have listened to him speak as if 
each word were something to remember.’’
